THE ROACH SUBSIDY IN THE HOUSE. 


Mr. Roacs and his lobby suffered a severe 
defeat in the House yesterday. They had 
been so industrious in plying their unseemly 
work among members, and they had played 
with such desperation the game of “brag, 
that previous indications of the probable 
action of the House were distrusted, 
and those who had. been con- 
fident of the defeat of the lobby 
were staggered. With an audacity entirely 
characteristic, the tools of Roacn went 
about exhibiting “lists” of the names of 
Representatives who were safe for the sub- 
sidy, reaching the astonishing number of 
160. But when the vote was taken, it was 
found that so far from their having secured 
that number, it was almostexactly the num- 
ber of their opponents, while their own 
foree was but little more than half what 
they had boasted of. The subsidy was 
defeated by 89 yeas to 157 nays. 
Although it was well uii@érséteod in ad- 
vance that no amount of discussion would 
be likely to change any vote, two hours 
were allowed for debate. The supporters 
of the measure devoted their efforts for the 
most part. to defending themselves against 
the charge that they were supporting a sub- 
sidy.” Mr, BuTter particularly sensi- 
tive on that point. He said, with perhaps 
more truthfulness than he was conscious of, 
that it ‘‘ was like the ‘ salary grab,’” and so 
it was, with the important difference that 
in this ease Mr. Burier’s generalship was 
not so effective as in the former, and the 
scheme. was defeated. Mr. Dunne, of 
Minnesota, was also much vexed by the in- 
sinuation that he was voting for a “* subsidy 
to Jomw Roacu.” The immediate reply to 
these protestations was that if Joun Roacu 
did not expect to make money out of 
the bill, he was foolish to 
support a large lobby to push it. 
But, if it were necessary to go 
behind that: eommon- fame which, 
in .a matter of this kind, is conclu- 
sive, it would be very easy to show from 
the well-known facts in tle case that no 
one but Roace could hope to get the con- 
tract. Itis true that there are vessels of

States and owned byother persons than he; 
but they have cost.go much, and are now so 
occupied, that they could not be put on the 
Brazilian Line at rates as low as Roacn 
would offer if he were compelled to do so,

election in-South Carolina, national and 
local, was a mockery so gross that the men 
concerned in it hardly stopped to frame an 
apology for their course.

Punknown hero. This was in February 


1878, and when, nearly a year afterward, 
it was proclaimed that Barrow was @ de- 
faulter and s suicide, who had attempted to 
fileh for himself s posthunious fame, there 
was popular murmur of disgust. It is now 
more than two months since the suicide 
theory was suddenly sprung upon the 
public, and the array of circumstantial evi- 
dence designed to support that theory has: 
steadily dwindled. The case has widely en- 
gaged the attention of men competent to 
investigate its probabilities. The great 
notoriety given to the original statement of 
circumstances, then considered unique, has 
enlisted a general public interest ; and com- 
mon justice demands that the honor of the 
dead man shall be vindicated, if it has been 
aspersed ; and, if he has been unworthily 
crownedas a hero and 4 martyr, we may trust 
his late employers with the task of exposing 
his alleged post-mortem fraud. 

On the afternoon of Feb. 22, 1878, Bar- 
RON staid late at the bank in order to make 
up certain accounts, which, as he said, had 
just been demanded. He had often been in 
the habitof doing work after office hours, 
so that there was nothing unusaal in this. 


But when he did not return home at supper 


time uneasiness was excited, and-he was 
found locked in between the outer and 
inner doors of the'vault, in a dying condi- 
tion. . The inner doors of the vault were 
wide open, the outer ones closed and locked, 
and a steel chest containing the funds of 
the bauk, in the inner vault, wasalso closed 
and locked. In a rear room of the bank was 
a hod of coal upset on the floor, nearit were 
Mr. Barron’s false teeth and the pen which 
he had used lately. Barron was gagged 
and handcuffed 4 his head bore several. con- 
tusions ; a slip-noose was about his neck, 
and his throat and neck were wounded as if 
by thecord. He-was breathing when found, 
but he died within an hour or two after- 
ward. The theory of that. time was that 
the burglars had concealed, themselves in 
the building, surprised him in the back 

gagged and handeuffed him, and, 
after having failed in their attempt to com- 
pel.him to give up the combination of the 
lock on the money-chest, they beat him 
about the head, thrust him into'the vault, 
locked him-in to die alone, and.so fled from 
the place. 

When the general applause .which this 
heroic custodian’s defense of the property 
of others had fully died away, the officers 
of the bank appeared impressed withthe 
belief that Barrow had committed suicide 
in order to escape detection of certain ir- 
regularities of which he was now alleged to 
be guilty. Discrepancies were discovered 
in his accounts, figures were found changed, 
and small sums of money were missing. 
This theory being prepared, a detective, 
one DEARBORN, was. engaged to find facts 
to establish it. The result.of this “elue’. 
was as follows: Barrow, being a defaulter, 
appointed Feb. 22 for his execution, and, 
without showing the least nervousness to his 
family, shut himself'into the bank. First, he 
destroyed his own pocket-book, containing 
about $500, which has not been geen since 
his death. .Then he arranged the coal-hod, 
false teeth, and pen, so as to indicate a sur- 
prise or struggle, and, having locked him- 
self into the vault by removing the lock 
from the inner side of the outer doors, (the 
key being left outside,) he replaced on the 
upper part. of the. inner yault a lamp and 
screw-driver which he had used, took a dose. 
of morphine, put a noose about his neck, 
handeuffed himself, abraded the skin of his 
neck, beat his head on the walls of the 
vault, and then lay down to die. Consider- 
ing that this man was a quiet, village-bred 
petson, utterly unfamiliar’ with practical 
forms of crime, he must have suddenly de- 
veloped sundry extraordinary qualities. 

These were the chief points adduced to 
strengthen this surprising theory of suicide. 
In reply to these, it is shown that the alleged 
discrepancy of $1,600 was covered by a life 
insurance policy of Barron’s, (since paid, ) 
which was assigned to the bank ; and even 
this discrepancy, it is claimed, does uot 
exist. An expert, put on the books 
of the bank last January, now an- 
nounces that he has not “ arrived 
at any definite result.” The alterations in

There are schools of high 
Tepate; some of which prepare boys for college, 
where the advanced pupils cannot read distinct- 
ly, with clear enunciation and just emphasis, 
and where no particular effort has been made 
to teach them this accomplishment. If they 
sre called upon to read sloud, they pour out 
“their words in # jumble. As for spelling, 
which in the old district school-houses of New- 
England was the subject of a thorough and pro- 
longed drill, it is frequently neglected, and not 
a few young “gentlemen” and “ladies,” as 
boys and girls are sometimes termed in Ameri- 
ean schools, have an orthography, as their let- 


Instruction in geography is often given to 
young pupilsin a way to disgust them with a 
study which might easily be made highly inter- 
esting. Instead of trying to stamp on the 
memory, with the aid of maps, the leading 
geographical facts, the attempt is made to bur- 


tempt which not only proves abortive, but 
serves to confuse the mind and prevent it from 
laying fast hold upon This is only 
one illustration ofa prevalent fashion of seek- 
ing to do too much, which is a mischievous 
quality of not @ few of our schools. Boys and 
girls are ~into written examinations, ex- 


with sching heads, and with their hand-writing 
spoiled by the rapid driving of the quill. 

-Itis acurions fact. that the more accurate 
philology of our day has not served to quicken 
the relish of students for Greek and Latin, nor 
has it heightened, as we should expect it. would 
heighten, their literary appreciation of the 
classical writers. One principal reason is that 
the rightend is not kept in view by teachers. 
They make the study of the ancient authors, 
from the start, pre-eminently a study of gram- 
mar. They put beginners to the laborious dis- 
section of the Greek verb, ata time when their 
whole attention should be given to the mastery 
of the main facts of the lahguage asan intro- 
duction to the business of cranslation, The 
cart is put before the horse. That minute 
analysis of the structure of 9 language which 
tnay follow upon the acquisition of it asa spo- 
ken or written vehicle of thought is made to 
precede; anda boy is‘wearied and puszled by 
being compelled tocommit to memory a mass 
of ary grammatical material;~which affords him 


author, Teachdt@' S8f@0ti"eoreover, that thé 
aim is not to make professed philologians of 
their pupils generally. They should seek to 
initiate them into the understanding of the 
Greek and Latin writers, and to lead them to a 
lively appreciation of -the conterts of -their 
works. . 

Grammatical instruction should be accurate 
as far as it goes, but it should be kept in strict 
subérdination to the main end. That classical 
teaching is a failure which does not succeed, 
after from five to ten years of drill, in inspiring 
the average pupil with the ability to translate 
with considerable ease the principal writers of 
antiquity, and to perceive and to enjoy their 
characteristic merits. With all our fmprove- 
ments in philology, the number of students in 
our colleges who take pleasure in the ancient 
writers, or recur to them when they are not 
obliged to, is not larger proportionately than it 
was sixty or seventy years.ago. Our fathers 
made some mistakes that are now avoided; 
they had not learned to pronounce the Latin 
vasaw;-but they really found something to 
enjoy in their Horace and their Homer. We 
have fallen into a pedantic method of teaching 
which calls for reform.
